— Tlie hackers of favorites 
iiad a louj{-(lelayi‘d inning tinlay, when four first 
choices and a second choice were among the win- 
ners. Improved track •'onditions and ideal weather 
made the racing eujoyalde. The attendance was 
once again of large proiairlions, but the volume of 
ihe betting was indow ex|M‘etations. The only upset 
of tile afternoon was in the seixmd race, in which 
Siiiesia scored over Syrlnga, Came-iiia and others. 
'ITie i.audeman filiy showed tlie way for the entire 
I nulling and earned for her owner the first purse 
lliut has gone to ids credit this season on the Ken- 
tucky tracks. 

'Ilie favorites began their successes with tlie open- 
ing dash, when Rose of .Teddati accounted for the 
purse after a hard drive to shake off Merorie. The 
laltiT ran in good form and might have scored but 
for going wide. In the third race Oxer appeared 
to outclass the cheap opposition he was meeting and 
led all the way to win from Inclement as his rider 
pleased. Follie I.a!vy was on her good behavior this 
afteinoon and found little ditilculty in landing the 
feature race, iii which a good band starterl. John 
tirifiiu II., from a fast start was able to last long 
ciioagh to take second place from Hazel Burke. 
The latter might have given the winner an argument 
willi a lietter bi^ginniug. 

High Range and Toison d’Or towered over the 
others in the fifth race and had it between them, 
lligli Range winning handily. Toison d’Or met with 
interferenei- just before entering the stretch, for 
which J. Wilson was to blame and the Judges sus- 
pended him for five days for rough riding. 

The closing dash was easy for .Tolin Reardon, 
which came away in the stretch to win with plenty 
ill reserve. Earl of Richmond taking second place 
from Hen Lasca. 

•lockey J. Callahan was suspended for five ihiys 
by the starter in the third race for disobedience 
at the post.

Kiliebart. now racing at Salt I,ak€>. Mr. Rinehart 
claims a contract on the hoy’s services and Judge 
Martin Nathanson wired the officials here a request 
ihiit he be iireveiited from further riding until the 
contract matter is settled.

the progress of the Auckland Racing Club’s autumn 
meeting. Due man, well known in Mellxiiiriie. who 
liuil la*en <-ondiicling a big business lM*re prior to the 
new gaming act eoming into force, showetl fight, but. 
though he also figured as Ihe owner of a horse coii- 
tcKting. Ihe .\iickhmd Raidng Cliiti ordered him to 
withdraw, and the big man and his clerk were duly 
escorted outside the gates. There Is soim* talk of a 
test casi*. but most |H‘oplc smile at the idea.”

ONTARIO GOVERNMENT REFUSES LICENCE TO 
NIAGARA FALLS HALF-MILE TRACK. 

Definite Policy Announced to Be Against Permitting 
Use of Trotting Club Charters for Promo- 
tion of Running Race Meetings. 



Toronto. Out., June 28. — TIte prospects of the pro- 
posed mtH'tiiig at Niagara Falls, Out., never greatjv 
encouraging, are now at an end. T’he Provincial 
Government has refused a license for the meeting 
on the ground, as stated by Attorney-Gennral Fov, 
of the public interest. It was intended to conduct 
the meeting .seven days under the charter of tho 
Niagara Falls Driving I'ark Asso«>iatlon. the contrtd 
of which has been secured by William M. Murray 
and his assiM-iates. Some seventy charters for driv- 
ing clubs having hair-iiiile tracks are In existence 
throughout Ontario, and the government has adopted 
tli«> definite policy that no tratiicing will be sanc- 
tioned and that they can only lie used for the piir- 
posi's for which they were originally granted. If 
the Niagara Falls proe«-t had "got past,” the prov- 
ince would have 1s*en dotted with half-mile meet- 
ings. and it Is the general opinion here that racing 
would have Iw'en ruined iu a brief iieriod. 



FORT ERIE STALLS WELL FILLED. 

Nearly Five Hundred Horses at Canadian Track 
. Ready for Saturday’s Opening, 

Buffalo. N. Y.. .Time 2.8.— The arrival of flie 
stables of Alliert Simons iiml James Rowe from 
iluniilton aiul tlio strings !>y IjOq Johnson, 

Homer II. Selby aiuI E. W. Heffner from Latouia, 
brings the total number of horses stabled, at Fort 
Erie ready for the o|H'ning on Salurda.v up to about 
4.50. Interest in the opening dav’s racing will of 
eourse eeiiter in tlie running of the Canadian Derliv. 
All of the prominent ihree-year-ohls that have been 
racing at the Wfsxlbine, Blue Bonnets and Hamilton 
meetiugs are eligilile to start. Lahore is carded as 41 
starter in the Derliy. Great things were exrieeteil 
of this colt last siiriiig. but he trained off and oiilv 
recently rounded to. August Belmont may have a 
second i)ow to his Derby string in 'I'raj) Rock, a son 
of RiK-k Sand, altliough Whist will lie fils main 
deiioudcnce. A call has been obtained on jorkev 
Goldstein and he will ride Trap Rock if he does 
not have the mount on Naushon. 

Superiuteudenl Clark Judd has the track in splen- 
did condition. Predictions are freelv made that 
some new .Vmerican records will be established dur- 
ing the Niagara Racing As.soclation's meeting. 

S. C, Hildri'th had Dinna Ken out this morning 
and permitted him to work at a fast pace, which 
leads to the lielief that Mr. Hildreth will probablv 
race this goo<i liorse on the flat instead of through 
the field. Diiina Ken was purcliascd at a stiff price 
this spring at Baltimore, lint lias iiroven a failure 
as a steepleeliaser. He went a mile in l:41g. tlie 
first seven furlongs being run in 1 :27. One of R F. 
Carman’s sprinters set the dockers on edge when lie 
went a^ half mile iu 47, the first quarter in 22. 

Willie .Martin, who is eanipaigiiiug a division of 
the Beverw.vck Stable for Frank Nolan on the Cana- 
dian circuit, has shipped Tasteful ami Danlield back 
to Saratoga. The former is reported to have gone 
wrong, while Danfield has had mueh racing and 
needs a letup. 

John W. Schorr has purchased the contract that 
Wj a. I’.urttscliell held on jm-kev Sweenev. 'tlie 
latter has been showing excellent saddle form ami 
IS rated as the liest aiiprentice riding iu Canada.

TWO THOUSAND AND DERBY WINNERS. 



Only altuut one-fifth of the total numl>er of winners 
of the Two Thousand Guineas have succeeded in 
adding to their fame by victory in the Epsom Derby. 
To l>o exact, it may be as well to say here that 
there have been one hundred and two races for the 
•Two Thousand,’ which was not inaugurated until 
ISOtt, and only twenty-one of the 103 winners of that 
race — .Moslem and Formosa ran a dead heat for it 
in 1868 — have also won the ‘Blue Riband.’ 

“Herws of the double event of the 'fwo Thousand 
and Derby include Smolonsko. Cadland (wliich won 
tile run-off for the Derby after a dead heat with 
The Colonel), Ba.v Middleton, Cotherstone, West 
Australian. .Macaroni, Gladiateur, Lord Lyon, Pre- 
tender, Shotover. Ormonde, Ayrshire, Common, Isin- 
glass, Ladas, (ialtee More, Flying Fox, Diamond 
Jubilee, Rock Sand, St. .\mant and Minoru. At a 
first glance the prois>rtion of twenty-one out of 10.3 
appears to lie very small, surprisingly so, but it must 
be borne in miiul that on numerous occasions the 
winner of the ‘Two Thousand' has not run for the 
Derby, i-’roni the inaugural race for the ‘Guineas’ 
in 1809 to 1910 (inclusive) it has happened on 
numerous occasions that the Newmarket winner was 
eitlier not engaged, or failed to meet his engage- 
ment in the great Kpsom race. 

“Examination of ‘Orton’s Annals’ shows that from 
the inaugural year of the Two Thousand to 1843 
fourteen of the thirt.v-five winners were not seen out 
in the Derby, of the remaining twenty-one only 
four won the Blue Riband, these i)eing Smolensko, 
Cadland (after a dead heat with The Colonel), Bay 
Middleton and Cotl*erstone. Four others were sec- 
ond at Kpsom, including IVizard (ISO!)), Nectar. 
Reginald and Uiddlesworth. while two others finished 
third in llirahini and Grey .Moinus. In later years 
another Wizard, distinguished l>.v the prefix ‘The,’ 
rather curiously likewise won the ‘Two Thousand.’ 
and was l)eaten at Epsom, filling the second place 
to Thormanhy in 18(g). ‘Orton's .\unals’ takes us 
no furtlier tlian 1843, Imt reference to the ‘Calendar’ 
shows tliat only nine of the ‘Guineas’ winners from 
1814 to l!»1o were non-starters at E[isom, <lic re- 
maining sixty-seven duly putting in an a[)pearanee. 
and of lln‘se .si'venteen won. In all, therefore, 
eighty winners of tlie Two Tlionsand from the first 
to last have tried eonclnsiens in the chief race of 
the year, with tlie result that twenty-one of them 
added Epsom laurels to their Newmarket crowns. 
Of the others thirteen in the aggregate were second 
for the Derh.v, ten were third and nine were fonrtli 
(as far as can be traced). 

“Tha percentage of winners of the ‘Guineas' that 
also won tlie Dert>y it will lie seen from tlie aiiove 
is. roughly, one in four (21 on( of 80). The last 
thlrt.v years, liowever, shows a better iiereentage, 
for of tin* twenty seven Newiiialket winners (from 
1881 to 1910 ineliisive), tliul coiiqieled in tlie Derliy 
— Seott Free. Enterprise and Vedas were non-riniiiers 
— no fewer tlian twelve brought off the doutde. or 
Something over forty-four per cent. The names of 
the dozen refeiTcd to arc tlie last twelve in the 
list given at tlie comimmcement of these notes he- 
ginning with Shulovcr.’’— London SporUman.

His last iiia.v, I think, 
lie aeeounted his liest jau-forniance, for I doubt if 
aii.v other finim.'il of liis age could have “slammed” 
such siKcd.v animals as l#on Mask, St. Anton and 
Minelieiid. to say notiiing of tlie two-year-olds Alope, 
Sniiiele and the colt by Thrush out of Rock Egg, in 
such stylo as lie did in the Fern Hill Stakes sprint. 
His speed is terrific, and from the way in which he 
won the Trial .Stakes Tuesday there is no valid 
reason for supposing that he cannot stay as well. 
What a horse he would have been in the old days 
to ‘plant’ for the Canibridgoshlre with the moral 
certainty of winning a fortune at the risk of a 
minimum outlay. He has never been beaten, and 
has won eleven races off the reel, wlilch is pretty 
good going for a gelding. On Tuesday we saw a 
Hying two-year-old in Lady Amerlcus, bred in Ire- 
land, tliough got b.v an American horse in Amerlcus. 
On Wednesday we s.iw another in Sweeper II., which 
was hardly extended to beat Mr. Neumann’s Jaeger 
and Lird Derby’s Corncob, tiotli backed for pounds, 
sliillings and pence, for the Fifty-ninth Triennial 
Stakes. The pro|>erty of II. B. Duryea, Sweeiier II. 
iinist be added to the already long list of winners 
this .season lired in IJ. S. A., hut, curious to add, 
he came over here from France, and although no 
relation can evidently go nearly as fast as the 
Meddler filly. Mediant, which waltzed away with 
tlie Stewards' Cup In 1909. He is a fine colt, by 
Broomstick out of Riivallo IL, and is well ongagisl 
in this country, among other lialiilitics this year 
lieing the July Stakes and (thcsterfield Stakes at 
Newmarket, tlie Rlcliniond Stakes at Goodwood, the 
Middle Park I’late, and Dewhurst Plate, while next 
■season lie finds a place in each the Chester Vase, 
the 'IVo Thousand Guineas, the Derby, the St.
